Schools partnership in plea to pool funding 

NEW HOPE 
FOR SPORT 


A CHILDREN'S sports 
initiative - that was 
dramatically scaled back 
after Government 
spending cuts in 2010 - 
may have secured its 
long-term future. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron has announced a 
new £150m sport premium, 
giving primary schools 
about £9,250 a year to 
deliver sport and PE. 

Carl Hamilton, 
development manager of the 
North Oxfordshire Schools 
Partnership, is hoping to 
meet with headteachers to 
put forward proposals to 
pool the cash and fund the 
partnership. 

Three years ago, George 
Osborne announced 
Department for Education 
funding for school sport 
partnerships would be 
dropped as part of his 
spending review. 

But schools in North 
Oxfordshire linked up to 
fund the School Sports 
Partnership, SSP, until 
August 2013. 

The partnership co¬ 
ordinates sports across 56 
schools in Banbury, Bicester 
and Kidlington, looking after 
18,500 children of all 
abilities, aged five to 19. 

Mr Hamilton said: "This 
represents a significant shift 
in policy and demonstrates 
that the Government is 
finally prepared to 
acknowledge the hugely 
important role that high- 
quality PE and sport play in 
the development of young 
people. It has made all the 
campaigning and letter¬ 
writing worthwhile. 

"It's my belief the best 
way of achieving the aims of 
the funding is through

partnership working and we 
are hoping to continue the 
SSP. 

"I have met most 
headteachers in the last six 
to eight weeks. 

"They all wanted to 
maintain the partnership. 

"If primary schools put 
the funding into the pot 
there will be enough money 
to improve the sports we 
offer. 

"It will enable us to build 
on what we have been 
doing in the previous years." 

When the partnership was 
set up in 2004, only 25 per 
cent of North Oxfordshire 
school children took part in 
at least two hours of sport a 
week. By 2010 the figure 
had risen to 90 per cent. 

During that time the 
partnership set up lunch and 
after-school sports activities, 
inter-school competitions, 
teacher training, and created 
links to local sports clubs. 

At the moment a large 
chunk of the cash is spent 
funding secondary school PE 
teachers to work in primary 
schools. 

After the cuts, Mr 
Hamilton's 35-strong team 
was significantly reduced 
and there are now just ten 
full- and part-time staff. 

He said: "We managed to 
sustain ourselves. Even 
though we lost staff, we 
managed to maintain the 
same levels of sport. 

"With additional funding, 
we could offer our expertise 
to primary schools once 
more." 

Lesley Alcorn, head 
teacher at St Leonard's 
School, Overthorpe Road, 
Banbury, said the details of

Ex-prisoner is jailed for breaking ban on gun 


A MAN has been jailed for 
owning an air rifle when he was 
banned because of a previous 
prison sentence. 

Akbar Hussain, of Jasmine 
Walk, Banbury, admitted one 
count of possessing a firearm 
when prohibited and was 
sentenced to nine months in 


prison. When police went to the 
26-year-old's home on June 27 
last year for an unrelated matter, 
an officer noticed a green gun 
bag leaning against a wall. 

They asked Hussain who it 
belonged to and he told them: 
"It's mine". Inside, it they 
discovered a break-barrel 


spring-powered air rifle. 

Criminals who have spent 
three-months or more in prison 
are barred from owning such 
guns for five years. 

Hussain had been previously 
jailed for three months for a 
common assault. 

At Oxford Crown Court last 


Thursday he was told that the 
offence carried a maximum jail 
sentence of five years. 

Guiseppina Silvo, defending, 
said that Hussain had been 
released in 2011 without being 
reminded of the condition. 

She said: "He now realises 
the significance of the ban."

Passing sentence, Judge Mary 
Jane Mowat said the gun was 
dangerous as the defendant had 
said he had used the gun to kill 
rabbits. 

She told him: "The national 
feeling about guns being what it 
is, I have no choice but to give 
you a custodial sentence."

■ Judge warns fraud case jury of the 'demands on concentration' 

Th ree-months-long 
trial gets under way 


THE trial of two men, charged with conspiracy 
to commit fraud, was launched at Oxford Crown 
Court this week 

Nigel Horn, 62, and 42-year-old Mark Woodbridge 
both deny illegal activity in connection with 
Banbury-based technology firm, Torex Retail 
Solutions Limited. 

Woodbridge, of Kineton, Warwickshire, stands 
accused of three counts of false accounting in 2006, 
between May 1 and August 15. 

He also faces two counts of conspiracy to defraud 
between May 1, 2006, and January 26, 2007. 

Horn, from Bourton-on-the-Water, is also charged

with conspiracy to defraud between November 1, 
2006, and January 26, 2007. 

The trial follows a long investigation by the Serious 
Fraud Office and is expected to take between ten 
and 12 weeks. 

On Monday, 37 members of the public were told 
by Judge Mary Jane Mowat that they may form part 
of the jury that hears the "rather unusual" case. 

She said: "This trial will concern alleged fraud in 
relation to a company and its management. 


"It will be quite complex and will make demands 
on the concentration and time of the jury. 

"But I think it could be a great learning 
opportunity for anyone who wants to do it." 

She asked the potential jurors to fill out 
questionnaires detailing any reasons why they might 
not be able to take part in the case. 

On Tuesday, a final panel of 15 jurors was due to 
be selected, which included three back-ups in case 
anyone had to drop out during the three days of 
opening speeches. 

The trial continues and the defendants were 
released on bail.

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■ Concern for birds as spring arrives 

Nature hit by 
arctic weather 


Council was 
'surprised' 
by snow 

A COSTLY forecasting 
service supplied to County 
Hall is to be reviewed after 
the unexpected snowfall 
over the weekend. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council deputy leader 
Rodney Rose, who has 
responsibility for transport, 
said the council wasn’t 
warned about the flurry 
despite detailed forecasts 
that it buys from The Met 
Office. 

He said highways teams 
were only dispatched after 
sensors in the road network 
recorded a sharp drop in 
temperature. 

He said: “We had no 
warning. Until our 
temperature sensors 
suddenly started going 
down, we knew nothing 
about the snow. Luckily we 
put the gritters out at about 
5am. 

“We pay quite a lot to get 
specific forecasts for 
Oxfordshire.” 

Mr Rose - who would not 
say how much the service 
cost the council - said: “I 
will be reviewing the 
service, as we do with all 
the services which cost the 
taxpayer money.” 

The Met Office was not 
available for comment. 


SPRING has officially arrived - 
it was the vernal equinox 
yesterday - but Oxfordshire is 
braced for more unseasonable 
snow this week. 

Temperatures this month 
plummeted to 10C below the 
expected minimum in March, and 
another cold snap is predicted to 
bring sleet and snow. 

The average lowest temperature 
for Oxfordshire in March is 2.5C, 
but early last Thursday, the Met 
station at Benson recorded minus 
8.1 C. 

And on Sunday, an unexpected 
flurry of snow caught the county 
off-guard. 

Met office spokesman Charles 
Powell said a cold air front from 
the north east, combined with a 
band of wet weather from the 
west, meant there was a chance of 
snow when the two meet today or 
Friday. 

Day-time temperatures in 
Oxfordshire are likely to reach four 
or five degrees but feel colder 
because of wind chill, and could 
drop to freezing overnight causing

ice on roads. Mr Powell added: 
'The weather could be very 
unstable. We would urge people to 
keep updated with the Met Office 
forecasts." 

The unseasonal weather is 
already taking its toll on our native 
wildlife, according to experts. 

Wendy Tobitt, a spokesman for 
the Berks, Bucks and Oxon 
Wildlife Trust (BBOWT) was 
concerned that the cold weather 
meant there would be a shortage 
of food sources. 

She said: "If this wet and cold 
weather continues there will be 
fewer caterpillars about for garden 
birds, such as robins, to feed to 
their fledglings. 

"The birds are building their 
nests at the moment, and will 
continue to do so as long as there 
is any break in the snow. 

"For birds it is essential to 
regularly preen to maintain clean 
wings for flight, but they can only 
do that if the water remains 


unfrozen." Ironically, recent 
snowfall may have helped 
ornithologists get a better 
understanding of avians in 
Oxfordshire. 

Record numbers took part in this 
year's RSPB Big Garden Birdwatch 
- to count the number of species 
visiting back gardens. 

With heavy snow, more birds 
took advantage of garden bird 
feeders. 

Yesterday marked the vernal 
equinox - the first day where 
daylight hours match night-time 
hours, making it the first day of 
spring. 

And one of the main reasons 
that birds migrate north for the 
summer is the longer daylight 
hours for feeding. 

But RSPB Otmoor nature reserve 
manager David Wilding said strong 
winds from the north had 
impacted on migrating bird 
patterns. 

He said: "Wheatears and sand 
martins, coming across the 
channel from Africa and the 
mediterranean, could have been 
slowed down."

Report on unit 
a 'whitewash', 
say mothers

EXPECTANT mothers, who 
received care from a Chipping 
Norton maternity hospital, have 
condemned a report criticising 
the service it provided. 

Births at the Cotswold Maternity 
Unit were suspended in October 
last year but a damning report into 
exactly why has only now been 
made public. 

The report claimed that staff 
relationships at the hospital had 
broken down so badly it had to be 
shut. 

It included claims that staff were 
bullied and described a rift between 
the "old guard" - who worked "the 
Chipping Norton way" - and those 
trying to meet national guidelines. 

It described a failure of 
management to address the 
problems between staff at the West 
Oxfordshire unit. 

The Oxford University Hospitals 
Trust board met last week and 
pledged to resume births at the unit 
on July 1. 

A raft of 31 recommendations 
were agreed in an attempt to 
prevent problems occurring again. 

Despite claims in the report staff 
were "afraid" of management, no 
individual managers have been 
found at fault or stepped down. 

But a number of mothers who 
used the unit reacted angrily to the 
report. 

Kate Barlow, 41, of Hook Norton, 
had one child at the hospital and 
three at home, again under the care 
of the unit. She said: "In a word, I

would say that the report is a 
whitewash. It completely failed to 
mention the two midwives who 
have been removed. 

"I think the way it casts doubt on 
the way the old unit was run is 
completely unacceptable and 
unwarranted. 

"It is a smokescreen to distract 
people from the current issues." 

Kim Murray, 31, had her 
daughter, Bella, at the Horton in 
2011 - but she received all her 
antenatal care from the Chipping 
Norton unit. 

She said: "The staff went over and 
above the guidelines, but this is 
seen as a bad thing. They are 
focusing on the concerns of the staff 
and the trust, but not on the mothers 
and babies. We should be their 
primary concern." 

The decision to allow the OUHT's 
head of midwifery, Jane Herve, to 
write the report has also been 
criticised, but the trust said the 
decision was approved by the 
county's health overview and 
scrutiny committee. 

The trust has refused to comment 
on the claims two midwives were 
suspended for raising concerns 
about the unit. 

The Maternity Service Liaison 
Committee is a forum for maternity 
service users. 

Chairman of the unit's branch, 
Jennifer Lanham, had two home 


births and one baby at the Horton 
under the supervision of the old 
Chipping Norton unit. 

She said: "I think this is a really 
misleading report, exactly what you 
might expect from an internal 
investigator." 

It comes after Frances Barnsley, 
who ran the now defunct Chipping 
Norton Maternity Unit for ten years 
- until her retirement in 2009 - 
broke her silence to defend the 
work of the unit under her 
stewardship. 

Mrs Barnsley, 66, said: "They're 
saying that midwives were working 
outside guidelines, but there will 
always be women who want to birth 
outside the guidelines. We were 
very careful to give them informed 
advice and choice on the matter. 

"The guidelines say that a mother, 
who has had nine babies before, 
should be referred - but if she wants 
to have her baby somewhere, that's 
her choice. 

"I suspect the confidence of the 
midwives who were looking after 
normal births wasn't as high after 
the move to the new centre." 

It has also been reported that two 
whistle-blowers, who raised 
concerns about working practices in 
the newer unit, were fired. 

Mrs Barnsley said: "There were 
two midwives who raised concerns 
about working practices and they 
were removed. The unit wouldn't 
have closed if they had been 
listened to."

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Care chiefs rebuttal 


THE chief of a health 
watchdog has hit back at 
criticism by councillors, 
an MP and a patients' 
group that there were too 
few inspectors to cover 
Oxfordshire's caseload. 

Ian Biggs, the Care Quality 
Commission deputy director 
for the South, said the list of 
inspections were "eminently 
doable" and that all 
institutions would be 
inspected by April 1. 

His rebuttal comes after 
concerns were raised in 
November that the CQC - 
which makes sure standards 
are maintained in everything 
from general hospitals to 
those providing home day 
care - only had two 
inspectors to cover all of 
Oxfordshire's 447 health 
institutions. 

He said: "Each inspector 
has something like 30-odd 
services to inspect each year, 
plus any that need doing as a 
result of information from the 
public. 

"That is eminently doable. 
We will have, by the end of 
this month, completed all the 
inspections we had planned

to carry out, as well as 
responding to concerns as 
they arrive." 

Last week it was revealed a 
lack of inspectors covering 
the county, led to Oxfordshire 
MP Andrew Smith raising his 
concerns in Westminster. 

Councillors on the county's 
joint health overview and 
scrutiny committee and 
Patients' Voice also voiced 
worries. 

But Mr Biggs said: "The 
team is now fully populated. 
There is an eight-week 
induction programme and 
that has come to an end." 

A CQC spokesman 
confirmed that there are now 
nine fully-trained inspectors 
and another being inducted 
who would join the team this 
week. 

Four inspectors joined the 


Oxfordshire team on February 
18 . 

This differs from Minister of 
State for Care and Support 
Norman Lamb's statement to 
Westminster, in which he said 
there were ten full-time 
inspectors. Mr Lamb was 
unavailable to comment. 

Mr Biggs said the county 
had been supplemented by 
inspectors from across the UK 
and there was never a time 
the CQC could not respond 
to concerns raised about 
institutions. 

He said: "Before 
November, we got agreement 
from the Department of 
Health to recruit nationally 
over 200 new inspectors to 
help us with our programme. 

"As a result, we needed to 
reorganise our teams to 
accommodate those 
inspectors and we created a 
new map of inspection teams. 

"It meant Oxfordshire, for a 
period of time, had a low 


number of inspectors. 

"But we went into that 
situation knowingly and put 
in place mitigation actions to 
make sure inspections were 
then covered by other 
people." 

He added: "There are lots 
of ideas about how often 
services should be inspected, 
but very little proper 
evidence about how many is 
the right number to have the 
greatest impact. 

"We cannot be at 
institutions all the time and I 
am not sure the public would 
want the amount of resource 
that would take." 

Mr Biggs said inspections 
of institutions did not look at 
every service provided, but 
instead focused on areas 
where the public had raised 
concerns or the CQC was 
aware of national challenges. 

He said: "What we cannot 
do in a 500-bed hospital is go 
and see all those 500 beds, 
plus the back office rooms, 
diagnosis, etc. 

"But the resources I have 
available now are sufficient to 
enable us to meet the 
commitments we are set up 
to deliver."

ADRIAN Hampshire claims this 
bag saved his life - and could 
save the lives of hundreds of 
others. 

The 62-year-old believes his life 
was saved thanks to a simple bowel 
cancer screening kit. 

It comes as health bosses 
revealed thousands of people across 
Oxfordshire were ignoring the free 
cancer test. 

Despite NHS officials sending out 
30,468 bowel cancer screening kits 
to Oxfordshire residents since last 
April, only 18,922 have been 
returned. 

Free kits are sent out to anyone 
aged between 60 and 75 in 
Oxfordshire every two years and 
can be completed at home. 

Each year about 350 new cases 
are diagnosed in Oxfordshire and 
150 people die of the disease, 
despite a 90 per cent success rate if 
detected early. 

After ignoring the test at first, Mr 
Hampshire, from Beckley, 
completed it after receiving a 
reminder. The 62-year-old systems 
software manager said: "It's the kind 
of thing that appears out of 
nowhere. Before you know it, your 
life is a mess. It happens so quickly. 

"I didn't take much notice of the 
test at first. I guess, like most 
people, you naturally tend to find 
something like that a bit distasteful. 
But then I got a reminder. 

"It happened so fast. They told me 
they had found something. I was in, 

I had an operation and they 
removed a section of my insides." 


He said he was fighting fit again 
in a matter of weeks and couldn't 
believe how quickly he had 
recovered. 

He said: "Some people may think 
of it as embarrassing. But it saved 
my life." 

Health experts have made a 
renewed drive for people to take up 
the test, as they are worried large 
numbers of people are living with 
the disease undetected. 

David Munday, Oxfordshire 
University Hospitals NHS Trust's 
lead nurse for bowel cancer 
screening, said he was concerned 
about the low take-up rate of the 
test. 

He said: "We know that 


completing this free and simple test 
at home reduces the chances of 
dying from the disease." 

The routine test, sent out in 
Oxfordshire, is known as a faecal 
occult blood test and does not 
diagnose bowel cancer but will 
identify any possible blood in the 
faeces. 

A positive test will trigger an 
invitation to see the screening 
nurses and have an investigation to 
find out what is causing the 
bleeding. 

The national screening 
programme was introduced in 2006 
to reduce the rate of people dying 
from bowel cancer by diagnosing it 
earlier.

'Dangers' of advice fees

A PLAN to start charging 
companies for advice from 
trading standards officers 
may lead to more of them 
operating outside the law, 
business leaders have 
warned. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
wants to charge businesses for 
detailed advice on regulations 
and the law - in a bid to make 
the service pay for itself. 

Under the proposals, general 
guidance would remain free, but 
the council would be able to 
sign up to a "partnership" with 
companies to provide an 
"enhanced advice service". 

Other organisations would be 
able to get advice and help on 
an infrequent basis for £40 per 
hour. The charges could bring in

up to £50,000 a year. 

But Oxfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce chairman Nigel Wild 
said he had concerns that small 
businesses, unable to afford the 
fees, might avoid getting advice 
in future, and could end up 
unwittingly breaking the law. 

He said: "I think it's a bit 
cheeky. Trading standards is a 
service. We pay for it through 
our uniform business rates and 
they want to make us pay for it 
again. 

"I would think that small 
businesses will probably stop 
getting the advice, because every 
penny counts at the moment. 
They will take a chance and the 
next thing they will have is 


trading standards taking them to 
court." 

Charging for services like 
trading standards became 
possible under national 
legislation introduced in 2008 to 
allow regulatory services to 
provide enhanced support. 

Under a "primary authority 
partnership", councils can 
recover some or all costs for 
services provided. The council's 
trading standards team already 
has one such partnership with 
Sainsbury's. 

General advice and guidance 
for businesses will remain free of 
charge, but when companies ask 
for help several times, they will 
be charged. 

The council's chief for safer 
and stronger communities, Judith 
Heathcoat, said: "This is about 


charging for detailed advice and 
bespoke advice to specific 
companies who require it on a 
regular basis and for matters that 
are particular to that company. 

"General advice will remain 
free, as will any advice for new 
businesses. We are keen to make 
sure there is no impediment to 
new business start-ups at a time 
when we need enterprising 
people to be helping move the 
Oxfordshire economy forward. 

"This is not about raising huge 
sums of money, it is about the 
taxpayer being recompensed for 
detailed advice that the trading 
standards team is sometimes 
asked to provide. Legislation 
allows us to do this and others 
elsewhere in the country have 
already taken advantage of that 
ability." 


Warning as tricksters pose as trading standards officers 


CON artists, posing as trading standards 
officers, have attempted to swindle 
Oxfordshire residents out of cash. 

A local victim, who has not been named, 
initially lost £1,000 to a rogue trader in 2009. 
The victim has since been contacted again 
by someone claiming to be a trading 
standards officer. 


According to Oxfordshire County Council’s 
trading standards, the fraudster phoned up 
and then visited the victim at home. 

The trickster claimed the original criminals 
had been convicted and that if an upfront 
payment was made, the victim would be 
reimbursed their lost money. 

During the same month, another elderly 


Oxfordshire resident was also contacted by a 
man claiming to work for trading standards. 

He had been targeted by a rogue trader in 
2011, who tried to con him out of £18,000. 

The bogus officer claimed that if the victim 
first transferred £17,200 to a bank account, 
compensation could be quickly sorted. 

In both cases the victims did not hand over 


any money and reported the matter to police 
and trading standards. 

It is thought to be a new pattern of 
fraudulent behaviour. 

Trading standards officers do not normally 
wear uniforms, but will always carry 
photographic identification. To contact 
trading standards, call 0845 0510845.

F or more than a decade, Lock, 
Stock & Two Smoking Barrels 
has spawned an array of 
home-grown crime thrillers awash 
with dodgy geezers, graphic 
violence and Cock-er-ney rhyming 
slang. 

If the recent big screen version 
of The Sweeney and now Eran 
Creevy's heavily stylised Welcome 
To The Punch are any indication, 
the wheeling and dealing is 
moving into Docklands. 

The glimmering skyscrapers, 
strip-lit office blocks and swish 
riverside apartments of Canary 
Wharf, which served as a 
backdrop to Regan and Carter's 
investigation last year, provide an 
equally stunning setting for this 
high-stakes game of cat and 
mouse, involving a tenacious 
police officer and an elusive 
criminal. 

Creevy's script arms the 
characters with snappy one-liners 
that have become a staple of the 
genre - "The decision's bad"; "And 
so's your attitude!" - but he settles 
most arguments with a fist or 
gunfight. Preferably both. 

Max Lewinsky (James McAvoy) 
is an inexperienced yet ambitious 
detective, who attempts to single- 
handedly take down notorious 
criminal Jacob Sternwood (Mark 
Strong). 


Disobeying orders, Max chases 
after Jacob without any back-up 
and is shot in the leg. 

Three years later, the gung-ho, 
battle-scarred detective is gifted a 
chance at redemption. 

Jacob's son, Ruan Sternwood 
(Elyes Gabel), is arrested at an 
airport in connection with a 
bungled heist, and shortly after he 
calls his father for help. 

Jacob secretly enters the country 
and meets up with associate Roy 
Edwards (Peter Mullan) to check 
on his son's condition. 

"The police are going to make 
an example of him... because of 
you," confides Roy. 

At the hospital, Max and his 
long-suffering partner, Sarah 
Hawks (Andrea Riseborough), wait 
patiently for Jacob to make his 
move. 

Hunter and hunted orbit one 
another, unaware they are being 
drawn into a deeper conspiracy 
involving a hired killer (Johnny 
Harris) and a spin doctor (Natasha 
Little). 

Welcome To The Punch is an 
engrossing if somewhat 
underpowered thriller, hung on a 
serpentine plot that cocks a snook 
at the political establishment. 

"I'm paid to catch crooks, not 
get them elected," growls Max, 
voicing his disapproval for the 
men in expensive suits. 

McAvoy and Strong are both 
solid in highly physical roles, 
allowing the tears to flow in 
quieter moments tinged with 
tragedy and heartache. 

Riseborough is woefully short¬ 
changed but makes the most of 
her limited screen time.

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Rookie brings it home

No dream ride, but Marussia's 
Chilton completes his debut 


MAX Chilton managed to finish in the 
season-opening Australian race, although 
he admits his Formula 1 debut was far 
from the dream ride he had hoped for. 

Chilton crossed the finish line 1 7th in his 
Banbury-built Marussia of the 18 drivers who 
saw the chequered flag. 

The event was won by 2007 world champion 
Kimi Raikkonen, driving for Lotus, which has 
its HQ at Enstone. 

But for 21-year-old Chilton, he dropped to a 
lap behind teammate Jules Bianchi after a 
collision with Giedo van der Garde, driving a 
Leafield-based Caterham. He had been forced 
into an unscheduled stop for a replacement 
front wing. 

Chilton, though, at least made it to the end. 

He said: "It was not a dream race, but I 
learned more than if it had gone perfectly. 

"It was great beforehand because all the 


crowd were cheering my name on the parade 
lap. I enjoyed that. 

"Overall, I was happy with the job I did and 
the car. I can now tick off the fact I have done 
an FI race and brought the car home. That was 
the goal." 

As for the collision with van der Garde, the 
resultant stop pitched Chilton back on to the 
track when the front-runners were making their 
way through, which in turn posed its own 
problems. 

"I hit the blue flags and it was a bit of a 
battle to recover the ground I lost," said 
Chilton. 

"Obviously you don't want to be messing up 
other people's race, but there is a bit of an art 
to it and you learn when to go off line." 

Raikkonen was joined on the podium by 
two-times title winner Fernando Alonso and 
reigning three-times champion Sebastian Vettel.

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■ Move to set up special courts for young witnesses 


MPs' bid to 
vulnerable 


VULNERABLE witnesses in sexual 
exploitation cases should be 
allowed to give evidence in new 
specialist courts, according to 
Oxfordshire MP Nicola 
Blackwood. 

The Conservative MP has put 
forward the proposal in the wake of 
the Oxfordshire, Rochdale and Jimmy 
Savile abuse scandals. 

The Old Bailey trial is still 
continuing, involving nine men 
accused of being involved in a child 
sex ring in Oxfordshire. 

Ms Blackwood and Ann Coffey, 
Labour MP for Stockport, have tabled 
two amendments to the Crime and 
Courts Bill in support of vulnerable 
witnesses. 

They are calling for new specialist 
courts for vulnerable witnesses - 
modelled on specialist domestic 
violence courts. 

Ms Blackwood is a member of the 
Home Affairs Select Committee that is 
conducting an inquiry into child 
sexual exploitation, and Ms Coffey is 
the chairman of the All Party 
Parliamentary Group for Runaway and

Missing Children and Adults. 

Ms Blackwood said: "While 
evidence has to be properly tested in 
court, I have seen first-hand the agony 
of a fragile young witness doing her 
best to keep it together enough to 
describe, to a roomful of men in wigs, 
the violent sexual abuse she was 
subjected to for most of her 
childhood. 

"All too often, what follows next is 
aggressive cross-examination to cast 
the witness as a liar, a prostitute, 
promiscuous, asking for it, or 
responsible for her own abuse. 

"It doesn't have to be like that. 

"Specialist courts can offer wrap¬ 
around support for witnesses while 
still delivering fairness to defendants." 

The MPs also want each child 
victim to be provided with the support 
of a "registered intermediary", who 
would look after them throughout the 
court process and help to provide two- 
way communication between the 
witness and other participants in the 
criminal justice process.

FEW countries have seen such a 
spectacular rise in the quality of the 
cars they produce as Korea. 

The improvement in technology, 
build quality and sheer style of cars 
coming out of East Asia over the past 
decade has been awe-inspiring. 

Companies like Hyundai and Kia 
have risen to the challenge of selling 
into the demanding European 
motoring market and have learned 
their lessons at incredible speed, 
producing vehicles which are not 
only superb value for money but 
also excellent to drive. 

A less well known Korean car 
maker is SsangYong, which has its 
roots firmly in the rough, tough, 
rugged end of the market. 

It has been building vehicles for 
more than 50 years, initially making 
4x4s for the US Army, and a range of 
trucks and buses. Its forte has been 
constructing vehicles — often based 
on Mercedes-Benz components — 
that can cope with heavy loads and 
punishing unmade roads. 

The first SsangYong Korando I 
drove back in the late 1990s was 
firmly in that mould — capably 
rugged, with few frills and a tangibly 
military feel. 

The third generation Korando is 
an altogether more sophisticated 
package, but then it needs to be, as 
its rivals, including the Hyundai 


significantly raised the quality bar 
for Korean crossovers. 

First, it looks good. Styled by 
Italian car designer Giorgetto 
Giugiaro, of Ital Design, it is without 
doubt the best-looking SsangYong so 
far. It is also the most comfortable, 
with a decent blend of responsive 
handling and ride comfort. 

Inside it is much more refined. 
That's not to say it is rattle-free, 
because it is not, and there is also 
plenty of hard plastic dotted around 
the cabin.

Prices are yet to be confirmed but 
will be released closer to the 
car's expected on-sale date in 
the autumn.
